to School of Public and International Affairs 

by Elliot Richardson, Chairman of the United Nations Association of the U.S. 
May 3* 1981 

George Washington University 

My subtopic today is dinosaurs. The great thing about dinosaurs is 
that they achieved such extraordinary capabilities. The big ones with 
long necks reached higher into the trees than any other creature. The 
others had enormous jaws and teeth capable of crunching in one mouthful 
whole sheep or whatever the equivalent was at that time. There were flying 
creatures that had enormous wing spans and could fly at very high velocities. 
The trouble with all these creatures was they were too highly evolved. Too 
good at what they were good at to be able to adapt to anything else in 
the face of change. Human beings are a little like that. 


The pattern of evolution of societies has been similar to that of 
populations of creatures. There is an interlocking relationship between 
change, challenge, adaptation and survival or extinction and disappearance.

The real force of nationalism only began to get underway a little over 
100 years ago and its momentum was only picking up steam in the latter part of 
the 19th century...The real take off of nationalism came after World War II. 
The United Nations was formed in 19^5 of some 52 countries--that 1 s all there 
were then.

It is a real question whether at the peak of rampant nationalism 
around the world so soon after the emergence of such a large number of 
independent sovereign states whether they are not challenged by changes that 
will before long threaten them with extinction. The sovereign state is 
pecularly ill adapted in many ways for survival in the world of the 
foreseeable future...The rate at which the world has been becoming inter¬ 
dependent ... has created strains on the capacities of these states to respond 
adequately to the needs of their people.

It seems inescapable that there are no really serious problems 
facing any country in the foreseeable future which that country by itself 
can cope with effectively, not even the United States, not even a group 
of countries banded together for that purpose..not even the western industrial 
countries, although they could get along better by themselves than any other group. 
The really serious problems—food supply; the availability of energy at prices 
that will not submerge the rest of the economy; economic development, particularly 
along the lines that will help to reduce the growing disparity of wealth; 
between the rich and the poor; population growth...and the enormous increase 
in size of urban areas, particularly in the ceveloping countries...creating 
difficult economic and social problems that could become explosive. With all 
this is the progressive deterioration of the environment, deforestation, 
nuclear proliferation...A11 these problems threaten the survival the viability 
of the nation state.

Multilateral approaches to coping with these serious problems are 
needed... res ted on a foundation of law...This kind of task is one of 
Constitution making...the states which came together to fight the American 
Revolution were in a sense in the position of the sovereign states today. 
The conveners in 1777 invented solutions which enabled them to perserve 
their seperate identity while creating the powers necessary to conduct 
a government in the interests of all of them. They invented the idea 
of delegating power upward and then limiting these powers. They invented 
the device of equal representation of all states...they invented the 
device of a Bill of Rights which would further limit the powers of an 
elected government. I'm not suggesting that the world is ready for the 
delegation of the sovereign nation states to some supranational bodies

of the scope delegated by the former co'lonies to the new federal government 
but I am suggesting that the demands of change, the inventiveness that 
was displayed in Philadelphia is the kind of approach that is going to 
be necessary.

Twenty-five Washington-area university history professors and a few 
advanced graduate students will participate in a one-week seminar designed 
to train them in computer use the week of May 18-22 at George Washington 
University. Sponsored by Chicago's Newberry Library Family and Community 
Center and funded by a grant from the National Endowment for the Humanities, 
the seminar provides an introduction to quantitative social and political history 
ana nistorical demography for humanists unfamiliar with computer techniques. 

In addition, the institute will: 

• emphasize recent trends in American and European history—especially 
in voting behavior, the family, urbanization, modernization and 
social structure; 

• cover step-by-step techniques like sampling, coding and analysis 
of census and election returns; 

• train the professors in computer use in their historical research; and 

• train participants to work their own computer runs and interpret 
the results.

GLOBAL SECURITY CONFERENCE AT GW 
ADDRESSES "WHAT IFs OF WAR" 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — War will not stimulate the economy in the way 
it has in the past; it will decrease economic security. 

That was the message Dr. Ralph K. White, George Washington University 
professor of psychology emeritus and author of Nobody Wanted War and 
the upcoming Causes of the Next Big War , gave recently to participants 
of "The Search for Global Security" conference cosponsored by GW's 
School of Public and International Affairs. 

"A war would have a catastrophic effect on all our social desirables," 
said White, referring to economic and physical security, safety, social 
harmony and freedom.

White spoke with a panel of experts on the effect of arms build-up 
and/or war on personal well-being and quality of life. Other panelists 
recommended a nuclear freeze to stop nuclear testing and production, 
renewal of SALT negotiations and stopping aid to El Salvador. 

It is a mistake, panelists agreed, to believe military superiority 
or more military weapons will increase security, that military spending 
has no effect on inflation or must be paid for out of people's mouths, a 
reference to recent federal budget cuts in food stamps and school lunch 
programs and concurrent increases in defense spending.
